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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of group II, claims 7, 9, 10, 13 and 14, in the reply filed on 
7/7/2008 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point 
out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as 
an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Upon review of the restriction requirement, it is noted that the basis should have 
cited PCI rules rather than US practice, and therefore the restriction basis is re- 
presented below. However, the groups are identical with those previously set forth, and 
therefore applicants' election is applied to the new basis for restriction. 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-6, 11 and 12, drawn to processes for making polymer and film. 
Group II, claim(s) 7, 9, 10, 13 and 14, drawn to film. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the common feature 
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between the two groups is a polymer having particular properties. However, the 
polymer and film thereof cannot form the basis of a special technical feature within the 
meaning of the rule because neither the polymer nor the film are novel or have inventive 
step, as indicated by the prior art cited herein. 

3. Prior Indication of allowable subject matter is withdrawn In view of newly located 
prior art. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. Claims 7, 9, 10, and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Skaret al. (WO 00/40620). 

The reference discloses a two stage method of making a polymer for film 
production, comprising a loop reactor and a gas phase reactor, and discloses In 
Example L9, Tables 4 and 14, a polymer and film having all claimed properties except 
for a reporting of the gel count. However, the reference has used substantially the 
same method as that disclosed in applicants specification, and furthermore has 
repeatedly stated that the films have good optical properties, and therefore the claimed 
low level of gels would appear to be inherent in the reference films. The burden of proof 
Is shifted to applicants to show otherwise. 
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5. Claim 13 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
